Carbon disulphide is explosive and 
ca re must be taken not 
to

lighted matches or cigarettes near

the liquid or gas. 
Do not 
br* till tile fum es more than is ab­ 
solutely necessary. 
Keep the liquid 
stored a t a distance from buildings 
or otherwise your insurance policy 
m ay be cancelled. 
Prevention of weevil in our south­ 
ern section is difficult, since they are 
usually present on the grain when 
brought fro mi the field. 
It is ad­ 
visable however, to clean all 
bins 
thoroughly before each 
new 
crop 
is stored, sw eeping all dust and d irt 
I rom the cracks and 
corners 
and 
throw ing this onto 
some 
burning 
trash. 
This will coly serve to delay 
dam age, and close watch of the stor­ 
ed grain m ust be kept nevertheless. 
W here a ir tight bins are not avail­ 
able. a fa ir degree of control may 
be obtained by piling grain, cover­ 
ing the pile with w et blankets, ct 
several layers of burlap soaked with 
w ater, and placing the pans of c a r ­ 
bon disulpide under this cloth, with 
creased sticks laid over the pans to 
keep the cloth from dipping into 
them . 
Food products kept in the pantry, 
m ay be placed in cans and treated 
with small quantities of carbon bi­ 
sulphide, outside o f the house an d 
aw ay from tires, of course. 
A bad 
flavor will be im parted to oily foods, 
such as beans, but this will slowly 
uisappear on being thoroughly aired. 
A b e tte r way to destroy weevils in 
p a n try products will be by exposure 
to a low oven heat.
